Ottawa refuses to credit a Vancouver 
report that Australian makers propose to 
“flood” Canada with 20,000,000 pounds 
of butter, landed in Vancouver at an 
over-all price of 24 cents. The Dominion 
dairy commissioner points out that the 
Australians are not likely to flood this, 
or any other, country with butter if they 
can get more money for it anywhere else. 

Last week a trial shipment of New 
Zealand butter was imported into Hali- 
fax, from Great Britain, paying the duty 
of eight cents per pound, The inference 
would appear to be that butter is worth 
eight cents a pound more in Canada than 
it is in the world markets. That helps to 
explain why Canada ceased to be a butter 
exporting country some years ago. 


HELP THOSE WHO HELP 


Jovernments and railways are not do- 
ing all that is being done to save men 


from unemployment and the hardships 
which follow it. Recently news des- 
patches announced that a great manu- 
facturing firm in Hamilton is to advance 
loans to members of its staff who have 
been laid off, and that a mining company 
in northern Ontario has launched upon a 
program of unnecessary improvements in 
order to keep its employees at work. 

All over Canada employers are doing 
like service, and have been doing it for 
months. Edmonton employers carried 
scores of men on their payrolls last win- 
ter in sheer defiance of business condi- 
tions, and many are still doing so. Public 
spirited service of that kind should not go 
without recognition, nor should the recog- 
nition be confined to an occasional expres- 
sion of appreciation. The employer who 
helps in this way should not have to carry 
all the load. The buying public ought to 
give him a generous share of their patron- 
age, and thus take a share of the burden. 


BETTER SEND ALONG A DEPUTY 


Mr. G. Howard Ferguson, our newly 
appointed High Commissioner in Great 
Britain, explained to a Toronto audience 
that he is not going to London to “sell 
wheat”. 

Far other aims, it seems, have sprout- 
ed in the fertile mind of Mr, Ferguson. 
John Bull, he thinks, is a sleepy old duffer 
who needs to be taken by the neck, shaken 
well, and told to abolish the dole, put on a 
tariff, and otherwise set his domestic af- 
fairs in order. G, Howard proposes to do 
the shaking, and whatever else the cir- 
cumstances seem to him to require. 

Waiving the question of whether it is 
the duty of Canada to supply Britain with 
a guide, counsellor and friend for such 
purposes, and the further question of 
how well G. Howard may be qualified for 
the job, there remains the somewhat im- 
portant consideration as to how John Bull 
will take the treatment. 

Some years ago when a new Governor- 
General was appointed to Canada, the 
London Times observed that the new in- 
cumbent should be able to give the Do- 
minion four years of “vigorous adminis- 
tration”. Mr, Ferguson has surely not 
forgotten how that piece of impertinence 
was greeted by the Canadian public. He 
might infer therefrom that it is possible 
to give the British public an over-dose of 
Canadian bumptiousness. 

It is evident that if G. Howard is to 
take on these expansive and extraneous 
responsibilities, he will not have much 
time to attend to business. It may be 
hoped therefore that Premier Bennett will 
also appoint some other official with less 
soaring ambitions who will content him- 
self with the less spectacular but more 
practical occupation of trying to find buy- 
ers for our surplus wheat and other ex- 
portable products.

The appointment of Sir Isaac Isaacs as 
Governor-General of Australia has been

No doubt the same reaction would 
have followed had some other resident of 
Australia been chosen governor of that 
dominion. And no doubt the same reac- 
tion will follow in Canada if a Canadian 
is chosen as successor to Lord Willingdon, 
whoever may be chosen, and by whatever 
Government the selection may be made. 
That. would appear to be one of the 
inevitable results of selecting a governor- 
yeneral from the residents of the 
Sominion in which he is to discharge the 
functions of that office. 

Hitherto the governors general of the 
dominions have been accepted as being 
free from partisan influence and control; 
not because they were chosen from among 
the residents of Great Britain, but be- 
cause they were “outsiders,” and there- 
fore not prejudiced as between one party 
and another in the dominions to which 
they were appointed. What has hap- 
pened in Australia is early evidence that 
it will be well if some arrangement is 
made whereby the governor general of 
one dominion may be selected from the 
citizens of another dominion. 

Broadly stated, the question is whether 
governors general of the dominions are 
{fo be regarded in future as being im- 
partial representatives of the King or as 
being partisan office-holders.

AVOIDING POISONS 
If someone said to you: “You're too late, I've just 
swallowed poison,” what would you do? At such a 


time life may hang by a thread. In order that you 
will know what to do I am going to tell you how 
to handle some common cases of poisoning. 

Many people die each year from poison taken ac- 
cidentally, There are others who take poison while 
despondent, among them even famous people and 
stars of the stage and screen, Usually, most of thess 
are rescued by the stomach pump in the emergency 
hospital, and the next morning they are always glad 
to be alive 

One who has taken poison may not lost his fe 
and yet there is nearly always an injury done to the 
stomach or nervous system when strong poisons are 
swallowed, resulting In a damaged or inflamed con- 
dition which may last for the rest of the patient's 
life 

Statistics show that for some reason, ‘Tuesday 
morning at eleven o'clock is the favorite hour for 
would-be suicides, Another curious fact is that poi- 
sonings usually oecur in threes, and it also happens 
that more people take polsons on sunshiny than on 
dull days 

Today the average person does not fear poisoned 
wines, blades, arrow rings or lockels, end is in no 
extraordinary danger of having poison dropped into 
his food, At one time all prominent people used to 
make the cook taste every dish first to be sure that 
no deadly poison had been added to it. 

Although we no longer have this fear that pol- 
son haa been placed in our food, accidental poisonings 
from home-canned foods are fairly common, If you 
open a jar or can which looks, smells or tastes bad, 
it is better Lo be safe than sorry. Home-canned meats 
and especially sausages should be carefully inspected 
to guard against a severe poisoning known as botulism, 
We often read of people dying of spotied food such as 
meat, fish, mussels or sea food, etc, or poisonous 
mushrooms. ‘There is very little if any danger from 
commercially canned foods, as the canners are subject 
to such rigid inspection, and the canners, themselves, 
have found that it pays to give the foods the very 
best care possible, However, if a can is puffed out or 
blown out at the end, or has a leak, or the food is 
discolored, it should be discarded. 

‘The treatment from any of ‘the ordinary food 
poisons is very simple, but it must be quickly applied. 
First, give plenty of hot salt water or give mustard 
in water to cause the patient to vomit. If the patient 
does not vomit readily, sticking a finger down the 
throat after the stomach is filled with hot liquid 
will usually accomplish the purpose, The important 
part is to use plenty of hot water and keep the patient 
vomiting until the stomach is well washed out, It ls 
also a good plan to give copious enemas if any of the 
polson has passed through the stomach, 

If the symptoms do not appear for several hours 
after a meal in which poisoning occured, it ts advis- 
able to give cathartics and large quantities of drink- 
ing water, with sweating baths and enemas, Often a 
short orange juice fast followed by a milk diet is the 
heat regimen to use for a few days when the patient 
is recovering from food poisoning.

Social Capital

T find myself in disagreement 
with Stuart Chase on certain baste 
issues respecting our economic fu- 
ture, bul, as an analysis of our 
social and economic dilemmas, he is 
singularly stimulating 

In the Saturday Review of Liter~ 
ature for November 22, Mr, Chase 
presents a provocative discussion 
under the title, “The End of an 
Epoch.” In this discussion, he makes 
a beginning on the sort of social 
balance sheet I suggested yesterday. 
Today I want to tabulate some of 
the major assets he sees still in our 
possession, and tomorrow 16 list 
some liabilities he sees as he surveys 
our social scene, 

Mere are five positive assets with 
which Mr. Chase thinks we may 
face 1981: 

(1) We have a vast and unim- 
paired mechanism alike for pro- 
duction and for distribution—fac- 
tories, power lines, transportation 
facilities, retall agencies, and 60 on, 
If anything, Mr, Chase thinks, we 
have too much productive mechan- 
ism, At least we are in position, 
from the point of view of potential 
productivity, to make all the goods 
for which our economic statesman- 
ship can create paying markets, 

(2) We have natural resources, 
It is true that we have riotously 
raped our natura) resources to sat- 
isfy the rapacious appetite of our 
machines, but we are far from the 
end of our rope yet. 

(3) We have a population that 
yearly moves towards healthier and 
longer lives, Our children are better 
born and better cared for year by 
year, We are biologically sound, 
Our sense of values may be a bit 
muddled, but our fund of physical 
vitality is refreshing, 

(4) We have a new science of 
industrial management which, un- 
like the old management that be 
lieved in low wages, long hours, and 
high prices, believes in high wages, 
short hours, and low prices. This 
new science of management con- 
cerns itself also with ways and 
means of adjusting the machine to 
man instead of nan to the machine 
It ts trying lo face realistically the 
threat of the machine age to ekill, 
to relieve the monotony of repetitive 
work in the modern factory, and to 
conquer the problem of fatigue 

(6) We are witnessing the return 
of generation from the far coun- 
try of cynicism and moral frustra~ 
tion into whigh the youth of war 
and immediate post-war days was 
plunged. Youth begins to want to 
see as well as to sneer, Youth ts 
eager to find something beeutliful it 
can believe in, It i ttved of muck

And now in 1930 under a Quaker 
president it is suggested that perhaps

genital thieves and ruffians not to be 
themselves!

Greed and cowardice—yes, cowardice 
~~have told the same story. 

During the Revolutionary War | 


Washington was permitted to give no 
more than 39 lashes a: a time to pun- 
ish thieves, cowards, deserters, ma- 
rauders, and fraudulent bounty-hunt- 
ers who enlisted, took a bounty, de- 
serted, re-enlisted, took another boun- 
ty, re-enlisted, and so on, often half a 
dozen times. Washington begged 
Congress to let him inflict a thousand 
lashes, but he was permitted to order 
no more than a hundred, So he au- 
thorized the conviction of the same 
man for thre separate offences and | 
thus gave three hundred lashes, and 
sometimes he ordered salt rubbed into | 
the wounds, But his letters prove 
that whipping was a hopeless failure 
and the last years of the war saw 
desertion and theft raging worse than 
in the beginning. 

The British army was empowered 
to inflict a thousand lashes and the 
orderly books are filled with sentences

lege. But did the whip stop theft, de 
sertion, and marauding? Read the 
fesulis!| Read them and weep, or, if 


you can, laugh at the vanity of trying 
to make criminals angels by treating 
them with brutality, 

For one thing, how are we ever go- 
ing to train men to be honest and 
kind when the story of our prisons 
ancient and modern, is an infernal 
chronicle of criminality, bestiality 
brutality, theft, murder, torture, and 
every known viclousness? We send a 
thief to penitentiary where he is kept 


| for years In the care of thieving graft- 
| ers, swindlers, savages, and we are 


vexed because he comes out without 
a halo, 

But to get back to Pennsylvania, 
Very shortly after the Pennsylvania 
Packet of 1785 published that strik- 
ing article saying that the New York 
criminals were flocking to Philadel- 
phia because Ph ladelphia used only 
the whip, the authorities decided to 
follow the New York custom and ‘try 
toll, They chained their criminals to 
wheelbarrews and set them to work in 
the streets, 

This was in 1786 but crime in- 
creased appaliingly and the prisons 
were crowded. Solitary confinement 
was tried and ls still on trial, the ob- 
ject being to give the prisoner a 


| chance to “think, to medilate and re- 


form. Instead he goes mad with great 
regularity. 

One thing has been proved a m!l- 
lion times and is still doub ed, and 
that ts that severity of punishment ts 
no preventative of erlme. 

The hideous cruelty of English pun- 
ishmen‘'s for crimes was continued 
wih so little success that in 1783 the 
Rev, Thomas Madan actually advo- 
cated an increase in the number of 
offences to be punished by death, He 
was a strange man for cures, He had 
previously written a pamphlet called 
‘A ‘Treatise on Female Ruin,” in 
which he painted horrors of womanly 
frailty in lurid tones. But the cure 
he recommended for them was poly- 
gamy! A return to the good old pat- 
tlarcha] practices! 

This brought forth a storm of 
abuses, but when he advocated cur- 
‘ng crime by still more numerous of- 
fences, he woke the interest of Sir 
Samuel Romilly, who answered him 
and devoted his life to reforming 
penal Jaws by mollifying their cruel- 
ties, He labored for years before he 
had his first success, the repeal of a 
law of Queen Elizabeth's time im- 
posing death as the penal'y for a 
soldier or sailor who begged without 
permission! This success roused vio- 


| lent opposition and defeat for many 
years, unUl at last his exposures of | 


barbarity shamed England into doing 
away wth savagerics inconceivable 
Oday, though they were upheld by 
the noblest of people a century ago, 

And now one of America’s most em- 
inent jurists sugges's that there is 
hope for reform in an imitation of the 
English cus oms, for England still re- 
tains the cat-o’-n e-ttails for certain 
offences, though women have not been 
legally whipped for a long while. 

But why not? If reform ts the pur- 
bose, why deny deluded women, cr m- 
inals the help of a few sanitary wel's 
and stripes? 

In our good old days our grand old 
for‘mothers were whipped most lib- 
erally. When young George Washing- 
ton went swimming and ‘left his 
clothes on the bank, two girls rifled 
them of thelr valuables. One turned 
State's evidence, the other was 


whipped. Did whipping stop th eving? | 
Read the court reports of the time. | 
They are accessible, and have been | 
published in great numbers. ‘The whip | 


resound d in every one of our colonies 
while all the crimes flourished. 

Even the tender Quakers whipped 
for sex crimes, as did the rest. The 
wh'p was tried for everything imagin- 
able that was not punished by dcath | 
or mutilation by cropping ears, brand- | 
ing letters, boring holes through | 
hands and tongues with red-hot steel, 

In older England women were 
whipped for going mad, for having | 
the small-pox, for cu ting wood, for | 
nearly everything that was really 
wicked or was made illegal. |

Finally in 1850 Herman Melville, | 
author of “Moby Dick,” wrote a book | 
called “Whie Jacket” as a picture 
of its horrors. A copy was put on the 
desk of every member of Congress and | 
at last, through the viv'dness of a} 
semi-autoblographical novel, Congreas | 
was moved to forbid flogging. | 

He witnessed many floggings on the 
man-of-war United Sates and was 
filled with loathing. He himself, | 
through a false accusation, was ord- 
cred up to be flogged, and saw “the 
boatswain’s ma'‘e, scourge in hand.” 
He says: “My blood seemed clotting 
n my veins; I felt icy cold at the tips 
| of my fingers.” He resolved to save 
| himself from the unendurable indlg- 
nity by murder and suicide. Secing 
| the captain of the ship at the gang- 
| way, he made ready to rush him, seize 
| him and leap overboard with h'm, 
| But a corporal of Marines dared to 
speak up for him and declare his in- 
nocence, 

When a man of such rare fineness 
| of soul as Herman Melville could be 
| driven to such madness by the threat 
|} of the whip, how can anybody say 
| that the whip has any merit?

W. W. McBain, representing Alberta 
coal interests, and A, Farmilo, present- 
ing the view of organized labor. 
MEETING THROWN OPEN 

Following the main addresses, N, A. 
Kilburn, presiding, declared the meet- 
ing open for general discussion and a 
number of the audience spoke, evinc- 
ing the keen interest the controversy 
has aroused here 

Here are the views of the various 
speakers 

W. W. McBain—The coal industry 
of this province is second only to) 
agriculture, Canada now uses 36,000,- 
000 tons of coal per annum and Al- 
berta’s known supply would last Can- 
ada for 30,000 years. A total of 12,000 
persons are employed in the coal in- 
dustry, distributing every year $14,-| 
000,000 in wages $21,000,000 freight 
charges, $8,750006 in distribution to 
consumers and $350,000 in royalties to | 
the government, Every ton of coal 
that is displaced by gas or hydro elec- 
tric power means a lose of $8.50 to 
this province.

8. B. Woods, K.C.—-If the Tri-Cities 
Utilities are prevented from export- 
ing gas from Kinsella field they will 
serve Regina and Saskatoon from 
Montana, provided the franchises are 
granted, From a monetary standpoint 
it makes no difference to the com- 
pany which field ts used, but if the 
Kinsella field is developed for this 
purpose, a $2,000,000 pipe line, & tax 
able investment, will be constructed in 
Alberta, The northern Alberta gas 
field probably is one of the greatest in | 
the world and ‘is adequate for the 
needs of both Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan, 

Ald, Farmilo—This province is suf-
